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Language rights in Quebec : top soon to know 



Reading the Star and Gazette these last few days has 
been a confusing experience. The Star led off on Friday 
with a statement attributed to Premier Bourassa about an 
agreement at the recent constitutional conference that 
English would no longer be guaranteed as an official lan- 
guage in Quebec courts, officiai records and provincial 
statutes. The Gazette echoed this the next morning, in a 
far shriller manner. 

But a few short hours later the Star appeared with 
an exclusive interview with Bourassa which purported to 
"reassure the Englbh-speaking minority". If you read 
the interview, however, it's clear that Bourassa (who 
doesn't mind sounding impatient with Sidney .Margies'

as excuse to keep him in the realm of vague -genéraUties 
and um'elated piecemeal measures. Examples , of these 
irrelevant measures are the insistence' that a Montreal, 
vrelfare group address MNAs in French and the Preniiei's 
scolding of General Motors' management. ^ 

By Monday the attention of the press had turnied to 
Prime Minister Trudeau's Sunday speech In Montreal, in 
which he shifted the question from Quebec to include the 
rights of the large French-speaking minorities in New 
Brunswick and Ontario. . 

Yesterday the two papers finally decided to editoria- 
lize on the two week-end statements. 

The Gazette attacked Trudeau for "trying to link the 
constitutional fate of the English-speaking population of 
Quebec to that of the French minority in oUier provinces", 
a "seductive ploy*! which they consider inadequate guar- 
antee for Quebec's Anglos. They backed up the argument 



with an absurd statement: "The non^French-speaking 
mlnoritv (In Quebec) is about 1.000.000 strong, which is 
more tnan the population of six other provinces." In so 
writing, that paper's editor showed an hysteria more Indi- 
cative.of concern with privilege than concern with r^hts 
(including concern with the rights of other minorities in 
other, provinces, since there Is no doubt that the French 
minorities In Ontario and New Bninswick haven't n hope 
in hell of language rights without repatriation and restruc- 
turing of the constitution.) 

Even to those who choose talook at language separate 
of social issues, the new Trudeau and Bourassa brands of 
nationalism should be encouraging, not only because they 
are more likely to ensure minority rights as part of 
better social legislation but also because theh* bourgeois 
technocratic nalionalism is more productive that Rene 
Levesque's bourgeois emotional nationalkm.-^ .

And the political forces that develoo in Quebec between 
now and then (including the degree of prevalence of Gazetto- 
type attitudes in Montreal) will significantly affect what 
Bourassa will ask for. ' - * 



'In the meantime, as far. as preservation of cultiire 
goes, the sitùation'in Quebec is both sad and funny. Both 
language groups fear each other politically: English Que- 
bec fears the forces of .nationalism and French Quebec 
fears the Judicial and military ; overkill policies of Otta- 
wa. Also, both language, groups are worried about the 
preservation of their respective cultures. And it;wiU remain 
this way as long as governments debate constitutions and 
linguistics Instead of a more just economic arrangement 
that will relax the influence of the US on Canadian life. 
Meanwhile it seems that In Quebec we have much to fear, 
from fear itself.

Discrimination against the poor and disadvantaged is 
nothing new to 43% of adult Canadians. 

This is the percentage of the population designated by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics as having less than 
elementary education. The figure is higher than in any other 
industrial nation in the world; many included within it can 
be said to be " functionally illiterate". 

These people are generally members of the unskilled, 
transient, or seasonal sections of the labour force. They 
suffer discrimination from employers and are often un; 
acquainted with their basic rights regarding welfare and 
■Jabour policies. With a background of the apathy bred by 
poverty, they often have neither the vdll nor the way to avail 
themselves of existing opportunities.. 

Attempting to close the gap between such second-class 
citizens and the rest of Canada is a small. Toronto-based 
organization called Frontier CoUegé. : -! 

Frontier's response '; 

Since its founding in 1899. it has had an enviable^ad^ 
vantage in gaining the confidence of its target group. Rather 
thaa4)ring the students to education, it takes education to 
the students in mining and logging camps, construction and 
railway locations, fishing towns and other outlying com- 
munities in every province and territory of Canada. Rather 
than make use of professional teachers, the College seeks 
adaptable university students with the resourcefulness to 
Improvise.;-: 

Instead of attempting to communicate across unbridge- 
able social distances, these instructors relate to their 
communities as co-workers, labouring for their shift as 
company employees alongside everyone else. The College's 
term for such a field-worker b therefore "Labourer- 
Teacher", 

Recruiting 

100 labourer-teachers are recruited every year from 
among some 1,500 applicants through Interviews held at 
every major university in the countr>'. They serve for a 
minimum of four months ât any time of year. Although two 
thirds of the field-workers still serve in the period May to 
Septemberîf thoe is>''greater need of applicants for the 
expanding winter prdgramV 

The chosen few are given a three-day brieflnt; on re- 



sources and possibilities, and sent out to be Frontier 
College in theh: assigned locations. 

Field-workers are guaranteed a net' pay of $1,200 for 
four months good service. That is if their job assignment 
nets them less than that. Frontier College makes up the 
difference. 

Frontier also pays "minimum" transport to and from 
the assignment, and. although it encourages the use of 
local resources, supplies' from donated stocks many of the 
materials the instructor may need. 

Program Co-ordinator. Ian Morrison, repôrts that the 
enthre College budget averages out to $1.500 per Labourer- 
Teacher. "This compares favourably with the Company of 
Young Canadians, whose budget works out to $16,000 per 
volunteer", he continues, "especially if one realizes that 
most of our cost is actually incurred at the time of place- 
nient'That is, if we kept our volunteers in the field a whole' 
ivear, as CYC does, the total cost would be little more than 
Htflsnow". 

The labourer-teacher 

Frontier's representative, the labourer-teacher is 
expected to sound out the needs and. if necessary, motivate 
the desires of hu community before setting up a program. 
Many labourer-teachers find that classes in basic French 
or English consume much' of their time; others are more 
involved with nim series and baseball tournaments: still 
others have taught anything from sketchbig 'to ;civil law. 
After a full day's shift ' of manual labour, it's a heavy 
program. ^ 

"Invariably one of our most urgent roles in to inform 
the workers about, and if necessary prepare them for, 
existing government upgrading and trade-training 
schemes", says Morrison. "Often thehr . experiences in 
education have been had ones. It's no mean challenge 
motivating someone like that to try again.!' 

The frustrations are many. One Instructor on a CP 
"slag" gang near Sudbury had gone to great lengths to line 
up an evening with a fihn and a local television personality 
to give information on his colleagues' favorite subject: 
liquor. But on the day of the event there was a derailment, 
and it was nearly ten o'clock in the evening when the gang 
returned, exhausted and hungr^tof thé. boarding cars. 



.Nevertheless, the speaker had waited. With supper out of 
the..way and work at 5:00 the next morning forgotten, the 
discussion went on f ar hito the night. 

Another Labourer-Teacher, was at last beginning to 
feel that he was gettbig an effecllve program launched 
when all his efforts were forcibly terminated: the mine 
burned down! Within. days. Frontier had relocated him on 
a Manitoba CN gang; and he could start aU over again. 

As the story illustrates, although labourer-teachers are 
very much on their own, head office keeps in close touch 
with letters and even, personal visits. "Feedback is im- 
'^portant to us", says Morrison; "and not just in evaluating 
our own programs. It was the unique experience of decades 
of labourer-teachers that, enabled us. for instance, to con- 
tribute a useful brief to the Senate Committee on Poverty 
last year*,'. : ' • 

Role for women and married couples 

Frontier's unique experience hi outlying Canada has 
also been responsible for a new branch of the College's 
activities. In^ recent years, it has been asked to undertake 
a number of "Conununity Education Projects" on contract 
to several, provincial and territorial governments. Young 
manied couples are being sought for full-time work hi 
eight such projects this year. . 

For some time, this was the only way in wbich^jWomen , ' 
were servbig the Cq^ege in the field. But thefiiuring of 
women as Labourer-Teachers, initiated last year, is likely^ 
to be expanded this year to a total of lOi- ' 

"The problem is 'discrimhiation on the part of em- 
ployers", claims Morrison. "There are fewer labour 
slutations where a woman can operate, and they are lower- 
paying." The end result is that the College must spend 
more in placement, and more to keep up to its $1,200 guar- 
antee." We calcuiate that a woman Labourer-Teacher 
costs us $2,000 as opposed to $1,500 for a man; Since we're 
task-oriented rather than volunteer-oriented, our main 
concern has to be to get as-many bodies out there working 
for us as our budget will allow."

Quebec independence as a quick 
way to domination by the United 
States. It listed a division of. 
powen between the central state 
and its constituent . states^^iMch 
would be Quebec 'aiid^the^ther 
nine provinces, or four regions. 

A new constitution would be 
the best alternative, since the 
NDP "cannot conceive of a Can- 
ada without Quebec." the Morin 
: paper, concluded,, but the :SeIf- 
'detemiination of the , Quebec ^ 
.people would be fully respected. 

Raymond Laliberté' concluded 
the heated debate of the plenary 
session by dedaring, "I am not, 
have never been, and do not 
have the Intention of being a 
member of the PQ. I am not a 
souverainiste in the PQ sense." 
He accused Charles Taylor of 
supporting self-determination, all 
the while ensuring that-it would 
never be exercised. "It's lilce' 
saying you allow a child to go out 
of the house, but locking the door 
first" 

One of the constituent reso- . 
luttons of the blue paper, sti-ess- 
ing the constitutional independen- 
ce of the Quebec NDP from the 
federal NDP, was strongly op- 
posed by Taylor. "We will not 
be respected in Quebec if we ^ 
tàlce the position that we are 
independent of the national- party 
but maintain the same name." He 
suggested acidly that - perhaps 
the name of the Quebec wing 
should be changéd to something 
like le Bloc des . Socialistes 
Québécois. 

Emile Boudreau rejected Tay- 
lor's argument,' pointing to the 
case of the Waffle group, whiçh 
diKen from the party. "I haven't 



heard that they've been kicked 
out yet. The only thing that would 
cause me to want to form a new 
party would be if NDP-Canada 
expelled us, and that wouldn't 
be our choice." 

Robert Giche worried about 
the "rigidity" of the resolution 
and feared that there might be 
no alternative but to form a new 
party if it were rejected by the 
federal party. In case of rejec- 
tion of the NDPQ's position, "we 
would like to be able to go back 
and reevaluate rather than to be 
forced into a comer." 

Later he expressed reserva- 
tions to The Daily about the 
whole tenor ^ of the convention. 
"I wonder if we are making the 
proper moves. I am happy that 
wc say loudly that Quebec has 
the right to self-determination," 
but I don't want to jeopardize ' 
the federal party." 

"We. might lose votés," he 
added. "When^^û[ré^^pplitics 
that's not what^ySu^after. We 
don't want to be martyrs." , ' 

Older English-speaking dele- 
gates were even less pleased 
with the resolutions.' One dele- 
gate from the Eastern Townships, 
'vyho -.backed the. ^NOjgj||«cause 
there was "no othérfâioice'V and 
who opposed the PQ 'because "it 
is not wilUng to extend to.other 
peoples that which it wants for 
itself," asserted, . . "We came out 
with a position that ii too narrow." : 

To a Montreal delegate, ;Vthere 
is still a great deal of cbhhisibn 
as to what the resolutions mean. 
If Laliberté has to clarify at the , 
end what they mean to the dele- 
gates, it's quite evident some peo- 
ple are getting us mixed up with 
thePQ."
